WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(AP)— 
A history-making proposal by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to inject “new 
blood” into the supreme court, 
hostile to many New Deal acts, 
by raising the tribunal’s member- 
Ship to 15 if necessary, went to a 
Surprised congress today. 

It produced a sensation almost 
beyond comparison. Congress split 
into warring camps, with mM ny 
New Dealers rejoicing and their foes 
crying “dictator!” 

The President’s plan, regarded 
generally in congress as his long- 
awaited answer to the invalidation 
of New Deal efforts to regulate in- 
dustry and farming, proposed a re- 
vamping of the entire federal ju- 
dicial~ system, including lower 
co irts, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(AP)— 
President Roosevelt’s proposal to 
increase the membership of the su- 
preme court is one of the most 
drastic moves affecting the tribunal 
ever made. 

If carried into effect, it will be 
one of the few times that the Pres- 
ident or congress has succeeded in 
altering the personnel of the court. 

There have, however, been 
clashes between the court and 
Presidents Jefferson, Jackson, Van 
Buren, Lincoln and Theodore 
| Roosevelt. 

Four times congress has voted 
an increase in the number of the 
justices.

Outweigh Opposition. 

Under it, six supreme court justices 
now past 70 would be given the choice 
of retiring or having eix new judges 
of the President’s own choosing take 
places as their peers on the bench. 
The judges who have been most ime 
placable in their opposition to Roose- 
velt legislation thus would be a mi- 
nority of the tribunal, which would 
then consist of 15 instead of nine jus- 
tices. 

Four justices generally labelled as 
“conservative” are now past 70. They 
are Van Devanter, McReynolds, But- 
Jer atid Sutheriand. A “liberal” jus- 
tice, Brandeis, also is in that age 
classification, as is Chief Justice 
Hughes, who has voted against the 
New Deal eight times and for it 
seven. 

Representative Maverick, New Deal- 
er from Texas, ripped off one of the 
sample bills prepared by the Justice 
Department and attached to copies of 
the message, put his name on it and 
dropped it in the house bill box. 

Lower Courts, Too. 

The President's plan also called for 
appointment of additional judges to 
the lower federal courts, if present 
judges over 70 declined to retire. 

ther recommendations in the 
President’s message, which seemed 
prophetic of one of the stormiest con- 
gressional struggles in history, were: 

1. That the chief justice of the Unit- 
ed States be permitted to shift mem- 
bers of subordinate courts from one 
district to any other where their serv- 
ices were required by the pressure of 
litigation. 

2. That the supreme court be au- 
thorized to appoint a proctor to report 
constantly on the operation of lower 
courts. 

3. That the government be given a 


Effect of New Justices. 

This measure, which had been pass- 
ed to provide paper money to pay for 
the Civil War, was declared partially 
invalid by a vote of 4 to 3. 

On the same day the decision was 
delivered in 1870, Grant sent to the 
senate the nominations of two men 
to become new members of the court. 
There was a vacancy to be filled and 
congress had added another member 


to the tribunal. 

A little later, a rehearing was grant- 
ed and the entire legislation was up- 
held by a 5-to-4 vote. The two new 
justices joined with the trio of pre- 
vious dissenters to form a mayjority 
for the act. 

Grant denied that he had attempted 
to “pack” the court and said he had 
not known of the decision when he 
forwarded the nominations.

The court originally was composed 
of six members. It was raised to 
seven in 1807, to nine in 1837, 10 in

Splendid pecple, most all of them, 
they have been made helpless by ill 
fate, by crippling accident, by sick- 
ness or by age. 

Miller Discharge Demanded. 

Events which developed yesterday 
included a demand by Alderman Car- 
penter that Frank Miller, executive 
director of the welfare department, 
be discharged; the flat refusa! of the 
welfare board to discharge Miller 
without justification as shown by a 
thorough investigation; announce- 
ment that the welfare department was 
in debt $20,000 until velief money 
for February was delivered by the 
county, and the beginning of a cur- 
tailment in administrative costs of 
the welfare department as demanded 
by Carpenter and Alderman G. Dan 
Bridges. 

Requested by Mayor Hartsfield not 
to resign in the face of the present 
relief crisis, members of the welfare 
board, headed by J. Sid Tiller, sat 
about an immediate investigation of 
department overhead costs in an ef- 
fort to reduce expenses complained 
of by the two alderman who blocked 
release of the city’s $25,000 Febru- 
ary contribution yesterday.

County Clerk Frank R. Fling was 
instructed to deliver the check to Di- 
rector Miller so that emergency re- 
lief could be doled out to urgent 
cases yesterday afternoon and over 
the week end. Ragsdale arranged the 
release over the telephone with other 
com missioners. 

As the county money came in at 
the welfare depaftment headquarters 
at 160 Pryor street, S. E., case in- 
vestigators reported that welfare 
workers had personally given away all 
the money they had to needy and de- 
serving unemployables who had ap- 
pealed to them for help during the 


day. 
Relief Curtailed. 

The board chairman said all re- 
lief will be curtailed pending the fi- 
nal outcome of the crisis. 

“We have only $1,500 in the bank 
and we have issued checks for Feb- 
ruary relief and for food and fuel 
orders which run us into debt $20,- 
000,” he said. W. E. Mitchell, board 
member, told council the same yes- 
tervlay morning. 

The department will continue to 
care for shut-ins and others on the 
rolls but the machinery for investiga- 
ing new cases will be stopped Mon- 
day, Tiller declared. 

Council yesterday passed a resolu- 
tion by Councilman John A. White 
to immediately release the city’s mon- 
ey for relief. They voted unanimously 
for the measure. 

Vote 3-to-2. 

The aldermanic board voted for its 
approval, 3 to 2, with Carpenter and 
Bridges voting no. Alderman I. 
Gleer Hailey, Frank H. Reynolds and 
Roy E. Callaway favored the reso- 
lutions.

Tiller said that the county money 
will pay for the relief bills already in- 
curred and thus will insure distribu- 
tion of food and fuel orders to those 
already. on the emergency relief rolls. 

If the city’s money is released, as 
forecast, by February 15, then the 
department can continue to operate 
throughout the month. 

However, the department will be in 
such shape that it will be able to 
cease all operations on that date un- 
less the city comes through, the board 
chairman asserted. 

Tiller declared that reduction of 
the personnel of the welfare depart- 
ment will amount to 50 jobs. These 
people will be laid off temporarily, 
without pay. Tiller said he did not 
know how long they will be off. 

“It’s according to what the city 
does February 15,” he explained. 

He and members of the welfare 
board decided upon the reduction yes- 
terday afternoon following the council 
meeting and after the county had de- 
cided to deliver its check immediately. 

Director’s Salary Cut. 

The pay reduction will cut the sal- 
ary of Director Miller, which was a 
bone of contention in council meeting 
yesterday. Carpenter attacked the 
$475 a month salary of the director 
and urged that he be discharged and 
that a new director be employed at 
a salary of not more than $300 a 
month. “And get a native Georgian 
to do the job,” the alderman said. 

Caustic criticism of the administra- 
tion of relief under the welfare de- 
partment was voiced by Carpenter in 
the council session. 

He stated he wanted relief given 
to the unfortunates but was unwilling 
for its administration by the depart. 
ment while Miller and others draw 
high salaries, 

Bridges, too, said he was not satis 
fied with the present relief setup and 
supported Carpenter. 

Asked to Address Council. 

Mitchell, with other welfare board 
members, was invited to address coun- 
cil on the relief subject. He said 
the welfare department had run into 
debt approximately $20,000 and that 
this was for some checks sent out 
already and for requisitions for coal 
and feed given to others on the rolls 
Administration costs for the first week 
in February also were counted in the 
debt. 

Carpenter cited auditor’s figures 
that approximately half the relief 
cases are negroes and he criticized 
the giving of cash to persons on re- 
lief. He said those on relief rolls 
often play the “bug” with relief 
money. 

Tiller stated to council that the 
board will not discharge Miller with. 
out investigation and that ‘‘the board 
will not be threatened.” Carpenter 
had said that the only way he saw 
to obtain Miller’s discharge was to 
hold up the money from the city. 

Mayor Hartsfield asked: that the 
money be released even though a mis- 
take may be made. 

“Tf we make mistakes, and we all 
do, let’s make them on the side of 
generosity and fairness,” he said. 

Mitchell said “the question is too 
serious to degenerate into personali- 
ties” and T. Barton Baird, another 
board member, declared that ‘citizens 
of Atlanta will not stand by and see 
helpless people suffer while we quib- 
ble. 

Hartsfield pointed out that the so 
lution of the present crisis would not 
solve the relief situation in the fu 
ture. ‘“‘We are in the dark as to 
what is to be done about relief in the 
future,” he said.

HEART DISEASE CALLED 
NO. 1 HEALTH ENEMY 


Seven Wonders of Modern 
Medicine Described at 
Community Session. 


“Seven Wonders of Modern Medi- 
cine’ were described here last night 
by members of the American College 
of Surgeons at a community health 
meeting. 

Heart disease was indicated as pub- 
lic health enemy No. 1 and cultists 
were dealt stinging blows by the sur 
geons, who held the public meeting in 
the First Baptist church as final 
session of their southern section 
meeting. 

After D. Frederic A. Besley, of 
Waukegan, IIl., president-elect, out- 
lined efforts of the American College 
of Surgeons for improvement of hos- 
pital services, Dr. Bowman Crow- 
ell, of Chicago, associate director, list- 
ed the “‘seven wonders.” They are: 

Immunity through vaccines. 

Pain relief through anesthesia, 
drugs, gases. 

Avoidance of infection in operations 
through antisepsis. 

Knowledge of food values. 

Discovery of the germ-killing power 
of sunlight. 

Correction of organic deficiency 
through administration of healthy or- 
gans from animals. 

Enlongation of life span. 

Hospitals Called Fortresses. 

Dr. Malcom T. MacEachern, an- 
other associate director of the col- 
lege, called hospitals the fortresses 
in the battle against disease, urged 
laymen to demand high standards in 
them. 

“Every four seconds some person in 
the United States enters a hospital as 
a patient,” he said. : 

Dr. MacEachern said heart disease 
is now public enemy No. 1 in the opin- 
ion of doctors. Other public health 
enemies, in order, are: cancer, kidney 
diseases, accidents, pneumonia, apo- 
plexy. tuberculosis. 

“The real case against cults, fads, 
sects, and isms in human sickness,” 
declared . Dr... William D. Haggard, 
professor of clinical surgery at Van- 


derbilt University, Nashville, “is their 
inability to understand the many in- 
tricate causes of disease, its preven- 


tion, its control by scientific sanita- 
tion, and the untenable belief of each 
cult that all diseases can be cured by 
a single process. this process differing 
with each sect.” 

Life Span Extended. 

Dr. Haggard said the human life 
span has been greatly extended by 
emphasis upon child health.” 

“What we must turn more atten- 
tion to now is the other end of the 
life span. We must encourage more 
frequent medical examinations for 
aged and aging persons.” 

Dr. Alfred W. Adson, professor of 
neuro surgery at Mayo Foundation 
craduate school, University of Minne- 
illustrated functioning of the 
brain with colored slides. 

Dr. Frank E. Adair, of New York, 
cancer specialist, told Atlantans that 
cancer is not contagious. 

“One thing I want to emphasize,” 
he said, “it it is no disgrace to have 
cancer, Seek treatment at once.” 
The cancer age is 40 years and aft- 
er, he said.

Finance Minister Criticizes: 
Unpatriotic for Withhold- 
ing Funds in Time of Need 


PARIS, Feb. 5.—(4)—Finance Min- 
ister Vincent Auriol criticized con- 
servatives whom he called “mad” and 
“unpatriotic enough” to withhold cap- 
ital from the nation in time of need. 

The finance minister reiterateo de- 
nials that the government would re- 


sort either to inflation, further deval- 
nation of the franc or exchange con- 
trol in order to bolster its finances. 

Speaking in the chamber of deputies 
in debate on January supplementary 
estimates, Auriol proclaimed the cab- 
inet’s loyalty to the tripartite agree- 
ment of France, the United States 
and Great Britain to maintain ex- 
change stability. ’ 

The minister warned the opposition 
of “the extreme gravity” of trying to 
make political capital of any finan- 
cial difficulties the government might 
have in the future. 

“The government will not allow its 
self to be strangled this year,” he de- 
clared., 

The ministry of finance denied cur- 
rent reports that British bankers who 
recently loaned 40,000,000 unds 
(about $200,000,000) to the French 
railways were acting for French fin- 
anciers, who were the real lenders.

Authorities Defiant. 

A writ of error was issued by the 
supreme court to review the dispute, 
but the Governor and the legislature 
again were defiant and refused to 
send counsel to argue the case. 

Marshall rendered an opinion on 
March 3, 1832, holding the statute un-

The creation of a state depart- 
ment of natural resources to com- 
bine the present game and fish, 
forestry and geological depart- 
ments, and institution of a planning 
board to direct development of nat- 
ural resources, provided for in an 
administration-sponsored bill pre- 
sented to the general assembly, is a 
step Georgia should have taken 
long ago. 

The proposed department would 
contain four divisions, all maintain- 
ing their separate Identities, under 
divisional chiefs, working under a 
commissioner. The first would be 
a division of wild life, replacing the 
present Game and Fish Department. 
The second, a division of forestry, 
replacing the present Forestry and 
Geological Department. The third, 
a division of mines and mining 
which would include the develop- 
ment of ceramics and similar indus- 
tries. The fourth, a new state activ- 
ity, creates a division of state parks. 


The present trend of industrial 
development is toward the south, 
and particularly the southeast.

SIDEWALK REPAIRS 

Mayor Hartsfield has asked Chief 
of Construction Donaldson to sur- 
vey the sidewalks of the city and 
start condemnation  proceeilings 
against landiords and owners’ who 
refuse to make needed repairs on 
sidewalks and walkways. The mayor 
Says: 

I] visited a number of negro sec- 
tions myself and found there are 
holes three and four feet deep in the 
sidewalks. People are beginning to 
walk in the streets and thus are cre- 
ating new traffie hazards. 

Many of the city’s sidewalks were 
originally built of brick, but in the 
years that have passed the bricks 
have disappeared in many places and 
erosion from heavy rains has washed 
deep holes, making the walkways 
hazardous to pedestrians. In many 
sections the streets have been im- 
proved with cement surfaces, and 
pedestrians have taken to walking 
on this paving despite the peril 
from moving vehicles.

The city has been careful to dress 
up its “‘front yard,” but it has neg- 
lected its ‘back yard” entirely too 
long. 


THE BEEF CATTLE SHOWS 


Calling attention of Georgia beef 
cattlemen to the series of fat cattle 
shows to be held in the state this 
year, R. E. Davis, beef cattle special- 
ist, and W. S. Rice, professor of 
animal husbandry, at the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, have issued a 
comprehensive set of instructions 
for preparing animals for the show 
ring, which will be most helpful to 
the breeders who will enter ani- 
mals for prizes and to be placed on 
sale. 

Seven shows will be held in 
March and April, which fact is in 
itself an indication of the develop- 
ment of the industry in the past 
few years. Mr. Davis cites the long 
growing season, the possibilities for 
producing all types of feeds nec- 
sary for the beef animal, and the 
low cost of housing facilities, as fac- 
tors favoring the continuous growth 
of the industry. He stresses that 
Georgia is producing only 35 to 40 
per cent of the beef consumed with- 
in the state, but warns against at- 
tempts on the part of any farmer 
to expand production too rapidly. 


He declares that the most limit- 
ing factor in beef production in 
Georgia has been the lack of home- 
grown feed, and that until we grow 
more feeds we cannot expect to ex- 
pand production very fast. How- 
ever, he noted that an increase of 
1,790,000 acres devoted to feed 
crops in the past five years was an 
indication that producers of beef- 
type animals realized the necessity 
of growing their own feedstuffs and 
were expanding this activity as rap- 
idly as possible.

THOSE FOND FAREWELLS 
Growing impatience is noted over

From the window of my hotel I 
look down on that famous plot of 
ground which figured so prominently 
in the American Revolution. Just a 
fleeting flavor remains heré in Bos- 
ton, outside the museums, frqm those 
far-off stirring days; the steeple of 
a church, the narrow bend of some of 
the streets down-town, the make-up 
face of one of the newspapers, just 
a touch here and there. To recapture 
something of the atmosphere of Tea 
Party and Faneuil Hall days, you 
must dig below the surface. 

I searched in the archive rooms of 
the museum for some of the public 
prints of revolutionary days. I want- 
ed to see what was said from day to 
day az the struggle between the colo- 
nies and the motherland developed 
and I had a good laugh. I came upon 
an English official gazette and an 
anonymous piece of writing which set 
forth who those American revolution- 
aries really were. I will not repeat 
the words here. Except for some lat- 
ter-day appellations such as reds and 
criminal syndicalists, all the rest of 
the vituperation now heaped upon 
the Spanish people for resisting Fran- 
'¢o was applied to the colonial “riff- 
}raff, escaped convicts, murderous 
| blatherskites,” ete. ery amusing!

Polish Dilemma. 


Colonel Beck, the foreign minister 
of Poland, supported a declaration 
on behalf of the government on Jan- 
vary 12, in which it was said that 
the economic recovery of Poland de- 
pended on the immediate emigration 
of 3,000,000 of the country’s 3,500,- 
000 Jewish citizens. In days gone 
by a statement of this sort would 
have aroused a wave of indignation 
throughout the civilized world, but in- 
nured as we have become to reports 
of calamity and staggering injustices, 
the cynical announcement leaves us 


cold. 

Naturally, all Jewish circles are 
deeply worried about the announce- 
ment, for if that threat of Colonel 
Beck is carried into effect, a tragedy 
even greater than the expulsion from 
Spain will occur and even Hitler's 
cruel anti-Jewish measures will ap- 
pear with a halo of humaneness. 
Curiously enough, Polish newspapers 
in this country are trying to justify 
Colonel Beck’s proposal on the ground 
that something drastic has to be done 
to save the economic system of the 
country. Jt is the first time in mod- 
ern days that a government proposes 
to remedy a situation by expelling a 
group of citizens. 

The Jews of Poland are so poor and 
utterly destitute and prospects of bet- 
ter conditions are so slight that the 
best thing for them is to move away, 
we are told. What we are not told 
is the fact that since the establish- 
ment of the Polish state in 1918, the 
government has followed a systematic 
policy of wrecking the tolerably well- 
to-do Jewish middle classes, in order 
to build up an indigenous Polish mid- 
dle class which did not exist for- 
inerlv: there were only peasants and 
nobility. The Polish press in Amer- 
ica charges that there are many Jews 
in the Communist party in their coun- 
try. What else could be expected? 

If you beggar people, grind them 
in the dust economically until their 
poverty is something that carries one’s 
breath away when one contemplates 
it, it is but natural that in despair 
they should clamp at any straw and 
that some should begin to place their 
hope in a general upset of the situa- 
tion. You can‘*t expect good citizen- 
ship from people whom you turn into 
hungry pariahs. And that is precisely 
what has happened in Poland.

Herr Hitler is fortunate in having 
so moderate and unasstiming a states- 
man among his contemporaries as 
Leon Blum, of France. Imagine for 
a moment that there stood another 
saber-rattler at the head of the French 
government. How long could peace be 
preserved then? Unfortunately for 
the European situation. M. Blum’s 
position is growing weaker. He is 
following a domestic policy very sim- 
ilar to that of Mr. Roosevelt in this 
country. Only big business in France 
is not co-operating with him but ob- 
structing his program which is posi- 
tively not a Socialist program. 

The france is sinking again and this 
may be the beginning of a crisis in 
France. In fact, the reaction is do- 
ing its utmost to produce a crisis. It 
wants to break the power of the Pop- 
ular front, the alliance of Liberals 
and JV.eftists which runs the show at 
present. But that alliance cannot be 


broken without a fight. a fight of the 
kind that is now raging in Spain.

PUSH WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The news behind nearly all Washing- 
ton news these days is buoyant, if not inflationary. 

Congressional talk about curtailing federal expenditures is largely 
for the record, but not for the book. It carries no prospect of fulfill- 
ment. There is no force in the economy drive, and, in fact, no drive. 
President Roosevelt’s slowly developing program generally fixes the yard- 
stick of coming expenditures at “need.” (Note the deficiency appro- 
priations, the new federal public works program, the government reor- 
ganization plan,- the budget.) ‘ ‘ 

This means, fundamentally, that government is to continue to buoy 


period. (Example: the $5,000,000,000 public works program would 
cover the coming six years.) 


UP While declining relief needs may ease the flow from some Treasury 

spigots, other new ones are sure to be opened up. For instance, 
the new permanent public works program was not in the budget’ calcu- 
lations which Mr. R. sent to congress 30 days ago. For another in- 
stance, the first big bill passed at this session was $50,000,000 for seed 
loans, which was not included in the budget. For a third instance. the 
cool billion-dollar deficiency bill just passed is what was needed in addi- 
tion to the budget for this year.

blocks in this reach of the dreamy 
old Ohio leaving a dreadful mess of 
ginger-colored muck in the streets and 
in the homes of the people.

Little, backyard garages which 
were swung off their footing by the 
suction of the receding water lie every 
which way and the high water mark 
and the succeeding low water marks 
show on the houses and on the autvo- 
mobiles which were overtaken at the 
curbs. The wsutomobiles may be 
at that, although, of 
course, it will cost a little money be- 
cause the water got into the engines 
and left some grit in the machinery.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(AP)— 
The text of President Roosevelt’s 
message to congress on reorganiza- 
tion of the federal judiciary fol- 
lows: 

I have recently called the atten- 
tion of the congress to the clear need 
for a comprebensive program t re- 
organize the administrative macbin- 
ery of the executive branch of our 
government,.I now mae a similar 
recommendation to the eong’ess in 
regard to the judicial branch of the 

overnment, in order that it also may 

nection in accord with modetn ne- 
cessities. 

The constitution provider that the 
President “shall from tune to time 
give to the congress inform:ticn of 
the state of the union, and recom- 
mend to their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge necessary 
and expedient.” No one else is given 


a similar mandate. [t is therefore the, 


duty of the President to advise the 
congress in regard to the judiciary 
whenever he deems such information 
or recommendation necessary. 
IT IS DUTY TO MAINTAIN 
JUDICIARY EFFICIENCY 

I address you for the further rea- 
son that the constitution vests in the 
congress direct responsibility in the 
creation of courts and judicial offices 
and in the formulation of rules of 

ractice and procedure. It is, there- 

ore, one of the definite duties of 
the congress constantly to maintain 
the effective functions of the federal 
judiciary. 

The judiciary has often found it- 


sonnel with which to meet a growing | 
aud more complex business. It is true 


that the physical facilities of con- 
ducting the businese of the courts 
have been greatly improved, in recent 
years, through the erection of suit- 
able quarters, the provision of ade- 
quate libraries and the addition of 
subordinate court officers.

NRA Ruling Started Controversy

Many Proposals Advanced To Lift Reins Put on U. S. Pow- 
er by Supreme Court; G.'O. 
F. D. R. Called for Liberalized Interpretations.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(#) — 
Months of controversy over the. su- 
preme court—born of decisions wipin 
out major New Deal laws—preced 
President Roosevelt's requést today 
for an overhauling of the federal court 
system. 

Should the supreme court’s power 
to strike congressional acts from the 
statut: books be curtailed or elimi- 
nated? 

Should the court be enlarged s0 
that so-called “liberal” justices could 
outvote “conservatives” ? 

For and against, the argument 
echoed throughout the political cam- 
paign. It won a mention from both 
major political parties—in the plat- 
form of the Democrats, in a _ tele- 
gram to the Republican national con- 
vention by Nominee Alf M. Landon. 

NRA Ruling the Spark. 

_A 9-to-0 decision, sweeping away 
NRA’s vast code structure, was the 
spark touching off debate. President 
oosevelt envisioned the court’s rea- 
soning as a return to the “horse-and- 
buggy’ days. NRA opponents praised 
the court and assailed New Deal 
“dictatorship.” The Liberty League 
formed a committee of lawyers which 
drafted opinions of administration 
statutes before they reached the high 


court. 

The NRA ruling, declaring the gov- 
ernment to be powerless to govern 
wages and hours of workers, came in 
May, 1935. It was one of 11 New 
Deal acts killed to five upheld. Rever- 
berations starting then reached a cre- 
scendo when in January, 1936, the 
justices invalidated the AAA bya 6- 
to-3 vote. 

Unanimous Rulings Urged. 

“I don't see why it shouldn't take 
a unanimous court to find a law un- 
constitutional,” Senator Norris, Inde- 
pendent, Nebraska, commented at that 
time. 

Serious consideration of proposals 
for changing the supreme court gath- 


Since the earliest days of the re- 
public, the problem of the personnel | 
of the courts has needed the attention 
of the congress. For example, from 
the wns ting Matt ad repeated protests | 
to President Washington, the justices | 
of the supreme court were required | 
to ‘ride circuit” and, as circuit jus-| 
tices, to hold trials throughout the| 
length and breadth of the land—a 
practice which endured over a cen- | 
tury. 

In almost every decade since 1789, 
changes have been made by the con- 
gress whereby the numbers of judges 
and the duties of judges in federal 
courts have been altered in one way 
or another. The supreme court was 
established with six members i 
1789; it was reduced to five 
1891: it was increased to seven 
1807; it was increased to nine 
1827: it was increased to ten 
1863; it was reduced to seven 
1866; it was increased to nine 
1889.

Poorer litigants 
fare compelled to abandon valuable 
rights or to accept inadequate or un- | 
just settlements because of sheer in-|

“Means must be found,” he said, 
“to adapt our legal forms and our

SHOULD AID THE AGED 

In exceptional cases, of course, 
judges, like other men, retain to an 
advanced age full mental and physi- 
cal vigor. Those not so fortunate 
are often unable to perceive their 
own infirmities. “They seem to be 
tenacious of the appearance of ade- 
quacy.”’ The voluntary retirement law 
of 1869 provided, therefore, only a 
partial solution. That law, still in 
force, has not proved effective in 
inducing aged judges to retire on a 
pension. 

This result had been foreseen in 
the debates when the measure was 
being considered. It was then pro- 
posed that when a judge refused to 
retire upon reaching the age of 70. 
an additional judge should be ap- 
pointed to assist in the work of the 
court. The proposal passed the house 
but was eliminated in the senate.

A number of states have rec- 
ognized it by providing in their con- 
stitutions for compulsory retirement 
of aged judges. 

Life tenure of judges, assured by 
the constitution, was designed to 
place the courts beyond temptations 
or influences which might impair 
their judgments: it was not intend- 
ed to create a static judiciary. A 
constant and systematic addition of 
younger blood will vitalize the courts 
and better equip them to recognize 
and apply the essential concepts of 
justice in the light of the needs and 
the facts of an ever-changing world. 

It is obvious, therefore, from both 
reason and experience, that some pro- 
vision must be adopted, which will 
operate automatically to supplement 
the work of older judges and accel- 
erate the work of the court. 

I, therefore, earnestly recommend

Aged, Infirm Judges. 

A part of the problem of obtain- 
ing a sufficient number of judges 
to dispose of cases is the capacity 
of the judges themselves. This 
brings forward the question of aged 
or infirm judges—a subject of deli- 
cacy and yet one which requires 
frank discussion. 


In the federal courts there are in 
all 237 life tenure permanent judge- 
ships. Twenty-five of them are now 
held by judges over 70 years of 
age and eligible to leave the bench 
on full pay. 

The modern tasks of judges call 
for the use of their full energies. 

Life tenure of judges, aséured by 
the constitution, was designed to 
place the courts beyond temptations 
or influences which might impair 
their judgments; it was not in- 
tended to create a static judiciary. 


Additional Judge. 
If an elder judge is not in fact 
incapacitated, only good can come 
from the presence of an additional 


judge in the crowded state of the 
dockets; if the capacity of an elder 
judge is in fact impaired, the ap- 
pointment of an additional judge 
is indispensable.

granted only in those rare cases of 
manifest illegality and irreparable 
damage against which the ordinary 
course of the law offers no protec- 
tion.

In the uncertain state of the law, 
it is not difficult for the ingenious 
to devise novel reasons for attacking 
the validity of new legislation or its 
application.

I also recommend that the con- 
gress provide machinery for taking 
care of sudden or long-standing con- 
gestion in the lower courts.

the potential size of any one of our| 
federal courts. 

These proposals do not raise any 
issue of constitutional law. They do 
not suggest any form of compulsory 
retiment for incumbent judges. In- 
deed, those who have reached the re- 
tirement age, but desire to continue 
their judiciary work, would be able 
to do so under less. physical and. 
mental strain and would be able to 
play a useful part in relieving the.

IN GRANTING OF INJUNCTIONS 

This state of affairs has come upon 
the nation gradually over a period of 
decades. In my annual message to 
this congress I expressed some views 
and some hopes. 

Now, as an immediate step, I rec- 
ommend that the congress provide 
that no decision, injunction, judg- 
ment or decress on any constitutional 
‘question be promulgated by any fed- 
€ral court without previous and/! 
ample notice to the attorney general | 
and an opportunity for the United 
States to present evidence and be 
heard. This is to prevent any court 
action on the ccnstitutionality of acts 
of the congress in suits between pri- 
vate individuals, where the govern- 
ment is not a party to the suit, with- 
out giving opportunity to the govern- 
ment of the United States to defend 
the law of the land. 

I also earnestly recommend that in 
cases in which any court of first in- 
stance determines a question of con- 
stitutionality, the congress provide 
that there shal! be a direct and im- 
mediate appeal to the supreme court, 
and that such cases take precedence 
over all other matters pending in that 
court. Such legislation will, I am con- 
vineced, go far to alleviate the in- 
equality, uncertainty and delay in/| 
the disposition of vital questions of | 
constitutionality arising under our) 
fundamental law. 

DESIRE TO STRENGTHEN 
JUDICIARY SYSTEM 


My desire is to strengthen the ad- 
ministration of justice and to make 
it a more effective servant of public 
need. In the American ideal of gov- 
ernment the courts find an essential 
and constitutional place. In striving 
to fulfill that ideal, not only the 
judges but the congress and the exec- 
utive as well, must do all in their 
power to bring the judicial organiza- 
tion and personnel to the high stand-| 
ards of usefulness which sound and) 
efficient goverument and modern con- | 
ditions require.

As now constituted the 
court in most cases has shown a five- 
to-four division against the New Deal. 
Justices Brandeis, Stone, Roberts and 
Cardozo are the four liberals, while 
Justices McReynolds, Van Devanter, 
Sutherland, Butler and Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes are catalogued &s con- 
servatives, though the latter has not 
always been counted among the tories. 

Six of the nine members are over 
70 and eligible for retirement. Chief 
Justice Hughes is 74, Justice Bran- 
deis is 80, Justice Van Devanter 77, 
Justice McReynolds 74, Justice Sutb- 
erland 74, and Justice Butler nearly 
71. Of the other three, Justice Stone 
is 64, Justice Roberts 61, and Jus- 
tice Cardozo 66.

Is Printed in Full. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(#)— 
The text of the judiciary reorganiza- 
tion bill introduced in the house today 
by the Roosevelt administration : 

Be it enacted by the senate and the 
house of representatives of United 
States of America in congress assem- 
bled, that 

(A) When any judge of a court of 
the United States, appointed to hold 
his office during good behavior, has 
heretofore or hereafter attained the 
age of 70 years and has held a com- 
mission or commissions as judge of 
any such court or courts at least 10 
years, continuously or otherwise, and 
within six months thereafter has nei- 
ther resigned nor retired, the Presi- 
dent, for each such judge who has 
not so resigned or retired, shall nomi- 
nate, and by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, shall appoint 
one additional judge to the court to 
which the former is commissioned. 
Provided, that no additional judge 
shall be appointed hereunder if the 
judge who is of retirement age dies, re- 
signs or retires prior to the nomina- 
tion of such additiona) judge. 

Limited to Fifty. 

(B) The number of judges of any 
court shall be permanently increased 
by the number appointed thereto under 
the provisions of subsection (A) of 
this section. No more than 50 judges 
shall be appointed thereunder, nor 
shall any judge be so appointed if 
such appointment would result in (1) 
more than 15 members of the supreme 
court of the United States, (2) more 
than two additional members so ap- 
pointed to a circuit court of appeals, 
the court of claims, the United States 
court of customs and patent appeals, 
or the customs court, or (3) more than 
twice the number of judges now au- 
thorized to be appointed for any dis- 
trict or, in the case of judges appoint- 
ed for more than one district, for any 
such group of districts. 

(C) That number of judges which 
is at least two-thirds of the number 
of which the supreme court of the 
United States consists, or three-fifths 
of the number of which the United 
States court of appeals for the District 
of Columbia, the court of claims or 
the United States court of customs 
and patent appeals consists, shall con- 
stitute a quorum of such court. 

(D) An additional judge shall not 
be appointed under the provisions of

Judges Transferable. 

Sec. 2. (A) Any circuit judge here- 
after appointed may be designated and 
assigned from time to time by the 
chief juetice of the United States for 
service in the circuit court of appeals 
for any circuit. Any district judge 
hereafter appointed may be designated 
and assigned from time to time by 
the chief justice of the United States 
for service in any district court, or, 
subject to the authority of the chief 
justice, by the senior court judge of 
his circuit for service in any dis- 
trict court within the circuit. A dis- 
trict judge designated and assigned to 
another district hereunder may hold 
court separately and at the same time 
as the district judge in such district. 
All designations and assignments made 
hereunder shall be filed in the office 
of the clerk and entered on the min- 
utes of both the court from and to 
which a judge is designated and as- 
signed. And thereafter the judge so 
designated and assigned shall be au- 
thorized to discharge all the judicial 
duties (except the power of appoint- 
ment to a statutory position or of per- 
manent designatiou of a newspaper or 
depository of funds) of a judge of 
the court to which he is designated 
and assigned. ‘The designation and 
assignment of a judge shall not im- 
pair his authority to perform such 
judicial duties of the court to which 
he was commissioned as may be nec- 
essary or appropriate. The designa- 
tion and assignment of any judge may 
be terminated at any time by order of 
the chief justice or the senior circuit 
judge, as the case may be. 

Assignments. 

(B) After the designation and as- 
signment of a judge by the chief jue- 
tice, the senior circuit judge of the 
circuit in which such judge is com- 
missioned may certify to the chief jus- 
tice any consideration which such sen- 
ior circuit judge believes to make ad- 
visable that the designated judge re- 
main in or return for service in the 
court to which he was commissioned. 
If the chief justice deems the reasons 
sufficient he shall revoke, or designate 
the time of termination of, such des- 
ignation and assignment. 

(C) In case a trial or hearifig has 
been entered upon but has not been 
concluded before the expiration of the 
period of service of a district judge

period of service shall, unless termi- 
nated under the provisions of subsec- 
tion (A) of this section, be deemed 
to be extended until the trial or 
hearing has been concluded. Any des- 
ignated and assigned district judge 
who has held court in another district 
than his own shall have power, not- 
withstanding his absence from such 
district and the expiration of any time 
limit in his designation, to decide all 
matters which have been submitted to 
him within such district, to decide 
motions for new trials, settle bills of 
exception, certify or authenticate nar- 
ratives of testimony or perform any 
other act required by law or the rules 
to be performed in order to prepare 
any case so tried by him for review 
in an appellate court; and his action 
thereon in writing filed with the clerk 
of the court where the trial or hearing 
was had shall be as valid as if such 
action had been taken by him within 
that district and within the period of 
his designation. Any designated and 
assigned circuit judge who has sat on 
another court than his own shall have 
power, notwithstanding the expiration 
of any time limit in his designation, 
to participate in the decision of all 
matters submitted to the court while 
he was sitting and to perform or 
participate in any act appropriate to 
the disposition or review of matters 
submitted while he was sitting on such 
court, and bis action thereon shall be 
as valid as if it had been taken while 
sitting on such court and within the 
period of his designation. 
Proctor Appointments. 

Sec. 3. (a) The supreme court shall 
have power to appoint a proctor. It 
shall be his duty: (1) To obtain and, 
if deemed by the court to be desirable, 
to publish information as to the vol- 
ume, character and status of litiga- 
tion in the district courts and cir- 
cuit courts of appeals, and such other 
information as the supreme court may 
from time to time require by order, 
and it shall be the duty of any judge, 
clerk or marshal of any court of the 
United States promptly to furnish 
such information as may be required 
by the proctor; (2) to investigate the 
need of assigning district and circuit 
judges to other courts and to make 
recommendations thereon to the chief 
justice; (3) to recommend, with the 
approval of the chief justice, to any 
court of the United States ‘methods 
for expediting cases pending on its 
dockets; and (4) to perform _ such 
other duties consistent with his of- 
fice as the court shall direct. ae 

(b) The proctor shall, by requisi- 
tion upon the public printer, have 
any necessary printing and binding 
done at the government printing of- 
fice and authority is conferred upon 
the public printed to do such print- 
ing and binding. 

(c) The salary of the proctor shall 
be $10,000 per annum, payable out of 
the treasury in monthly installments, 
which shall be in full compensation 
for the services required by law. He 
shall also be allowed, in the discre- 
tion of the chief justice, stationery, 
supplies, travel expenses, equipment, 
necessary professional and clerical as- 
sistance and miscellaneous expenses 
appropriate for performing the duties 
imposed by this section. The expenses 
in connection with the maintenance 
of his office shall be paid from the 
appropriation of the supreme court 
of the United States. 

Sec. 4. There is hereby authorized 
to be appropriated, out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, the sum of $100,000 for the 
salaries of additional judges and the 
other purposes of this act during the 
fiscal year 1937.

Sec. 5. When used in this act— 

(a) The term “judge of retirement 
age’ means a judge of a court of the 
United States, appointed to bold his 
office during good behavior, who has 
attained the age of 70 years and has 
held a commission or commissions as 
judge of any such court or courts at 
least 10 years, continuously or oth- 
erwise, and within six months there- 
after, whether or not he is eligible 
for retirement, has neither resigned 
nor retired. ; :

A stew by any other name some- | 


times takes on vew interest, and if | 
you call your stew a goulash or rag- 
out or meat-pie your family may pos- 
sibly view it with more respect. 
if you are one of those clever cooks 
who know how to make a really good 
stew, you'll have no need for a fancy 
name to “‘sell” it to your household. 
The Secret of Stews. 

A stew, properly speaking, 
kind of meat, cut in small pieces and 
simmered in water with vegetables. 
But, oh, what a variety of dishes that 
basic description covers! And how 
they do vary in degree of flavor, de- 
pending upon the skill of the one who 
makes them. 

Yet the secret of making a good 
stew is not difficult. 
cooking as much as in the ingredients. 
There are only a few things to re- 
member. One is that the meat should 
be well browned in hot fat to bring 
out its full flavor. Then the meat 
and vegetables should be cooked slow- 
‘ly at a temperature which isn’t too 
high. 

A stew may be either a top-of-the- 
stove or an oven dish. It is a most 
versatile dish, too, in that it may be 
made of a variety of ingredients, both 
meat and vegetable. It is a dish which 
is very good when re-heated, a point 
in its favor in many households where 
meals are apt to be irregular in time 
and number of persons to be served. 

A stew is a hearty dish, and it is 
always welcome during fall and win- 
ter seasons when it is served piping 
hot. But a cold stew—jellied—is a 
delicious dish for a warm day, and I 
am going to include a recipe for that 
‘among these for a “wide variety of 
stews. Don’t let your family tire of 
stews because of a monotonous same- 
ness.

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—When | was in Washington in 1917 and s Roads Follies, 
1918 we were all doing war work and | think we all felt we must work “es sae kee 
as hard, if not harder, than the women in other parts of the country. 
For, if we could not go overseas, at least we could see that a spirit of 
sou co-operation in the government's program emanated from Wash- 
ngton. 

Now that | am back in Washington, it seems to me more important 
each year that in our national capital we should have not only beautiful 
memorials, but in miniature a government running the model institutions 
of the nation. Here is where foreign countries are represented, where | 
foreign visitors come, where big national conventions meet, where school | 
children and tourists from every part of the country visit in great 
numbers. 

Here is the place to demonstrate what government at its best can do. 
The District of Columbia is the child of Congress as far as government 
is concerned. Here is our opportunity to produce a model for the rest 
of the country. 

Yet, for some strange reason, the District of Columbia today seems 

to be in the position of a stepchild, and this is nothing new. I remem- 

ber when the navy sent its first group of men back from overseas to 
St. Elizabeth's, the one federal hospital for the insane in this country. 
At that time we discovered some very deplorable conditions produced by 
a lack of appropriations and perhaps of interest on the part of certain 
officials. Today, St. Elizabeth’s has attained a high standard of efficiency. 

The people actually running the institutions are not at fault. They 
do an excellent job with the tools they are given, but they cannot do 
more than just so much. 

Yesterday afternoon I visited the house of detention for women lo- 
cated in an old precinct police station. Until agencies can arrange for 
their care, any indigent women are sent here. Space does not allow 
any segregation except race segregation, so a woman with a criminal 
record may sleep beside a little girl of 20 who has never been in prison 
before. If medical attention is needed, they are taken under guard to 

. the Gallinger hospital. 

Very little work for the inmates is possible under present conditions, 
and yet, the personnel, as it now stands, is doing as good a Job as can 
be done under the physical conditions and rules under which they have 
to work. Three of the staff have a ten-hour day, which does not leave 
much time for personal life. They do not even have space for a sitting 
room where they can relax in their time off. 

Of course, compared with the rest of the country, the rate of taxation | 
in the District of Columbia is low, but | wonder if the district is not a. 
ward of the country as a whole, and if every community should not have | 
a little pride and interest in conditions in the nation’s capital? Perhaps | 
if citizens as a whole took this attitude, there would be a change in the | 
institutions of the district which might have a widespread influence 


throughout the country.

Wilmer D. Lanier, author of a clas- 


sification tax amendment approved by | 


the house of representatives vesterday, 
said the measure would be “the foun- 
dation for 2 sweeping revision of Geor- 
gia’s entire tax system.” 

The Richmond county _ legislator 
foresaw the action as a step toward 
reducing taxes on homes and “pro- 
ductive” real estate, as well as afford- 
ing a larger revenue to the state and 
its counties. through “reasonable lev- 
ies’ on intangible property. 

The act. which now must pass the 
senate and be voted on by the people, 
would give the general assembly au- 
thority to classify property for tax- 
ing purposes, and to levy different 
rates for each type. 

The constitution of the state now 
limits ad valorem taxes to a uniform 
rate on all types of property, wheth- 
er real estate, stocks, bouds, or per- 
sonal. belongings. 

Two Types of Property. 

Known generally as the “intangible 
tax act.” the bill would set up two 
principal types of property—tangible 
aud intangible—but would allow sub- 
classifications in each division. 

Intangible property generally refers 
to stocks, bank accounts, notes, fran- 
chices and other possessions which La- 
nier described as “not being of any 
value within themselves, but repre- 
sentative of wealth.” 

While stressing the importance of 
permitting a levy on intangible prop- 
erty which would not be confiscatory, 
but would allow suck property to be 
returned for a low tax, Tanier 
stressed the importance of classifying 
real property. : 

“At the present time, we can tax it 
only according to its value,” he told 
the house. 

Tax According to Use. 

“Inder this act, we would be able 
to tax it according to its use.
